Okay Speed Law 
For Keuka Lake 


nator John Kuhl Jr. of Ham- 
mondsport and Assemblyman 
Donald R. Davidsen of Canisteo 
announced that a measure they 
sponsored to establish a speed 
limit for boats on Keuka Lake has 
been signed into law. 

This speed limit is going to help 
make Keuka Lake a quieter and a 
safer lake, for all lake users, Kuhl 
said. “The driving force behind 
this law was the safety of those 
people who use the lake for 
reasons other then speedboating. 
It’s a big victory for swimmers, 
fishermen, sailboaters and 
others.” 

“Boating can still be enjoyed 
within a speed limit. This legisla- 
tion is one of the highlights of my 
first session. I’m pleased to have 
had this opportunity to effectively 
promote safety on the largest lake 
in my district,” Davidsen said. 

The legislation takes effect im- 
mediately and will impose a 25- 
mile-per-hour speed limit on 
Keuka Lake from one-half hour 
after sunset to one-half hour 
before sunrise; impose a 45-mile- 
per-hour speed limit for the 
remainder of the day; require that 
all boats be operated in a “careful 
and prudent” manner which does 
not endanger other lake users.
